The Secretary of the Navy has thepainful duty 
_ gf announcing to the navy and the country, the 
death of the highest officer of thé service, Davip 
1GLAs00n FaRkacut, Admiral of the Navy of the 
nited States, died at Portsmouth, N. H., at 
the 14th inst., in the seventieth year of 
this age. ..Wearly.sixty years. of the life of this 
officer have been spent in the service of the coun- 
jtry. The records of hie deeds are written on the 
moblest pages of history; and lis death will be 
gmourned by: the whole people, who loved while 
they honored him. ‘He will be buried from'‘St; 
Sohn’s Chureh, Portsmouth, N. eon on Wéednes- 
Way, the 17th inst., at noon.

Sketch et His Brilliant Career. 

Davi, Giascom “FamnaGur was atthe: 
hhead of our navy, and bis namé was, and will” 
remain, one'of the most famous in its annals. 
We had had twenty-five. years of active sea ser- 
wide, and “eighteen ‘of'* lands fad’ ‘won’ fami’ 
‘through his bravery, daring, energy and skill, 
and the credit of having gainéd the most brilliant 
maval ‘victories ef the late civil .war., At the | 
time of his death he was sixty-nine years of age, ' 
having been. born on the 6th of July, 1901, and 
one of the most respected and revered of ‘ali our 

great world-renowned heroes. 

HIS. ANTECEDENTS AND BOYHOOD. 
FARRAGUT beganeervice whepa mere boy, and 
before he was a dosel years old he had distin- 
himself by: his bravery; ‘aud ~won the 
rwarm admiration of old Nayal heroes. He came 
of sterling stock. His grandfather was from Cin- 
diadelia, in the ‘Island ‘of Minorca,’ ahence he 
emigrated to Florida in the seventeenth century. 
His father was a soldiér. of thé Revolution, and 
4 brave one, and his mother was one of the most 
courageous ‘women of hér day. | At the time of 
his Dirth, ‘his ‘father “was serving “as Major if a) 
«cavalry regiment.of the regular army against 
thé Indians. FamRacur was, born Jn a rough 
(pioneer house, not much superior to a log hut, 
4n the wildest portion of East‘ t a place 
twelve miles from Knoxville, known as,Camp- 
Dell's Station, of which his parents were among 
tthe ‘first’ Be ; and his’ arly “yéare' were 
passed in the of the most scenes | 
-of border life.” He used to say that, hé remiem- 
bered vividly: encounters his mother had:with. 
the Indians during their pioneer life, when he 
rwas but ‘a child; and one ‘in particular, 
‘which “occurred “whén she could “not have; 
have been more than five years of age, in-whieh 
she fought a band of Bayages sithost singié |
